by the directors, that the company is' 
solvent, seemed to reassure the depos- 
itors somewhat.

National Bank, and one of the men 
who gave 5500,000 to make up the de- 
falcation of Bigelow. said

Mr. Beggs said that the run would

preserve order.

day—a black taffeta with yoke 
and

but It did not appear inappropriate on 
the fair prima donna.

were Saturday, in matinee costumes. 


As Tetrazzini entered the courtroom 


she looked toward Uriburu, who sat 
by his attorney, and smilingly nodded' 
twice. If Uriburu saw her he gave no

Attorneys Jake Meyers and Tread- 


well tried hard to have introduced in 
evidence a lot of telegrams and 1ft- 
ters to prove their contention that the 
relations between Tetrazzini and Uri- 
buru were not what they should have 
been.

The gentlemen who di- 
rected his campaign indignantly deny re- 
sorting to unlawful methods to encompass 
Mr Hinkel'!, defeat 
In fact, no proof 
has been presented that any improper 
expedients were resorted to by anybody. 
Several members of the faculty became 
active partisans of Mr Hinkel, and one 
of them signed a circular attacking Mr. 
Rickard—unjustly, his friends clalm-*for 
his course in the Board of Trustees. This 
attack caused the students to line up for 
Rickard and make an energetic fight in 
his behalf. 
It was a case of numbers 
against age and weight, and as usual in 
such cases, youth won out 
It is said that the University authori- 
ties are making an inquiry into the con- 
duct of certain students during the elec- 
tion, but the story is largely conjecture. 
The University authorities are not likely 
to go on a "smelling" expedition of thu 
sort suggested 
If specific cases of al- 
leged misdoing are brought to their at- 
tention thcv will doubtless Investigate 
them, but thev -are not likely to busy 
themselves with general rumors directed 
at nobody in particular. If any of the 
students violated the election laws, the 
machmerv of justice can be employed for 
their punishment without any star cham- 
ber sittings of the faculty to sift the 
chaff from the loose talk engendered by 
every close etectlon contest. 


WHAT RICKARD SAYS 


Trustee Rickard, who is also president 


ond Ward, bears out Rickard's declara- 
tion concerning the fairness of the con- 
test. He says: 
"I saw Trustee Rickard's fight through 
from first to last and expended all the 
money that was used in the campaign 
There was nothing illegal about the use 
of campaign funds on the part of Thomas 
Rickard or on behalf of any Republican 
candidate 
I can say without hesitation 
that there was' not one cent used to In- 
duce students or any other class to give 
him their votes. What money was ex- 
pended 
was distributed 
In the 
usual 
channels that every candidate uses, and 
there was nothing In its expenditure that 
would cause either Mr. Rickard or myself 
any shame. Further than this, no propo- 
sition was made to me on the part of any 
person whatsoever to sell his vote, nor 
was any offer made on behalf of any of 
the candidates on the Republican ticket 
to buy votes either for money or for any- 
thing else 
Mr. Rickard's candidacy was 
based on his record as an efficient town 
officer. If he secured a majority of the 
student vote, such a result would be ac- 
counted for by the Intelligence of the un- 
dergraduates." 


NO BLAME FOR RICKARD 
While expressing the belief that all -was 
not exactly right about the 
vote, Mr. 
Hinkel says he has no intention of con- 
testing the election, 
and imputes no 
wrong to Mr. Rickard. He says: 
"Now, 
I have no word to say agamst 
the manner in which Mr. Rickard ran 
his campaign. I know him personally as 
a friend and a man who would not stoop 
to do anything unfair. But I am not so 
sure that the students themselves did 
not allow their desire to elect a'college 
alumnus get away with their sense of 
right and 
wrong 
The most serious 
charge that I have to make against the 
students is that they, many of them, 
stood ready to sell their votes. One of 
my friends interested in my fight tells 
me that during the progress of the cam- 
paign an undergraduate came to him afld 
offered to deliver to me six votes for the 
sum of $30. Of course, the offer was In- 
dignantly declined, and the student was 
told plainly that we were not out getting 
votes in that way."

GouflGilmen Pleased With

Messrs. Hahn, Thurston, Burns, Meese 
and Pendleton, made an inspection of 
the Free Public Library last night at 
the invitation of the Board of Library 
Trustees. 


All of the members 
of the Board 


were present. 
They were: Dr. Harry 


P. Carlton, Edward Eliassen, Wallace 
M. Alexander and James A. Gorrill. 


A thorough inspection of every room 


was made by. the Citi fathers. 
The 


purpose of the invitation of the trus- 
:ees was to impress upon trie Council- 
men the necessity of making a liberal 
allowance for the library. 


For instance, it would require about 


55000 to put the children's room in 
good condition such as are the chil- 
dren's rooms of the libraries of other 
cities. 
One of the improvements that 


the trustees would like to see is the 
completion of the original plans as far 


the coloi scheme inside the building 
concerned. 
The present color is 


pure wiilte. It was the first intention 
to have the walls tinted, which would 
bring out in relief 
the architectural 


beauty of the library. 
The pillars J.n3. 


other ornaments which are now of the 
same color 
as the walls would 
be 


thrown out boldly in relief by tinting. 
As this would cost about $3000, it is not 
probable that the improvement will be 
made. 


Another ambition possessed by eaci 


of the trustees is the procuring of pic- 
tures from various persons of artistic 
ability or financial prominence. There 
has been secured 
already a promise 


from Senator Perkins to donate a fine 
painting in oil. 
Governor Pardee and 


other dignitaries are to tie communi- 
cated with relative to contributing a 
painting. 
Already there is a nucleus 


in the way of art which it is hoped will 
be added to from time to time by those 
who are possessed of civic pride and 
are of a generous disposition. 


There are at present about 40,000 


books which the City Fathers hastily 
scanned last night. 
They thumbed a 


few volumes but did not stop to read 
very much. The system of cataloguing- 
was shown to them, also the manner of 
handling old and new books, and other 
features of routine.

The Board of Trade has done a great deal in the past to promote 


the interests of Alameda county, but its field of usefulness- was never 
so broad or so inviting as it is today. There never was a time when 
the need of such an organization was so great or its opportunities so 
varied, although its past services to this community can hardly be es- 
timated.

President of Trustees Cites Interest- 


ing Facts in His 


Annual Report. 


. BERKELEY, April 25.—At the meeting 
Of the Town Trustees last night President 
Rlckard's annual report 
was 
received, 


reading as follows: 


"To the Honorable Board of Trustees 


of the Town of Berkele>—Gontlemen: In 
accordance with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 6. Article 5, of the Charter of the 
town of Berkeley it Is my duty to give 
to the Board of Trustees from time tc 
time information in writing relative to 
the general condition of the town and ans 
recommendations that may suggest them- 
selves regarding matters which may be 
deemed beneficial to its interests. Hav- 
ing just completed another year as presi- 
dent of your board it Is now a fitting 
time to present such a report. 


FINANCES. 


"The 
finances of the town are in very 


good condition. The general fund shows 
that we have on hand some S3,000 more 
than we had at this «time last year. The 
street fund shows that we have about 
$500 less than we had at the same date 
a year ago—this being due largely to 
the fact that we have done more street 
cleaning during the past twelve months 
than ever before—the work of cleaning 
San Pablo avenue and University avenue 
alone costing more than $600. 
, 


The system of fees which was inaugu- 
rated last September 
has 
added ma- 
terially to our revenue. Since September 
10 there has 
been 
paid to our Town 


Clerk $3.620.20 as fees for inspections of 
buildings, plumbing and electrical work. 
The salaries of the several officials at- 
tending to this 
work 
bas aggregated 


about $2.000 during 
the 
same period, 
thus showing a saving to the town of a 
trifle over 51.600, which has more than 
paid the salaries of the Health Officer 
and the Town Clerk for the period named. 
At the same time the fees are very rea- 
sonable and not onerous to those who are 
required to pay them. During the year 
ending March 31 540 permits have been 
issued for buildings aggregating a cost 
of Sl.OSO.OOO. 
"Another source of revenue which has 


Increased materially Is that derived from 
the percentage paid to the town by the 
Berkeley Electric Lighting Company on 
Its -business transacted in Berkeley. For 
the six months, ending March 31. 1502. 
this amounted to $189.22. while for the 
six months ending 'March 31, 1905, it 
amounted to $1169.17. indicating inciden- 
tally the enormous growth of the town 
through the business of this single cor- 
poration. 
"In a very short time wa will derive 


further revenue from franchises which 
have been granted to the street rail- 
ways. A general estimate of the receipts 
ana" expenditures from this date until 
June 30—the end of the present fiscal 
vear—is shown on statement attached to 
this report. This Indicates that "the town 
will have approximately. $2.700 more on 
hand on the 30th day of June than it 
had at the corresponding date of last 
year.

against loss by fire. 


NEW CHARTER. 


"In my last report I suggested the ad- 


visability of electing a Board ol Free- 
holders to draft a new Charter., I now 
repeat that the 
rapid 
growth of our 
town demands a revised document, and 
I hope it will be taken up seriously with- 
out much further delay, with a view to 
submitting the same to our next Legisla- 
ture for its approval. 


STREETS. 


"While there is no doubt that. the 


enormous growth of our town during the 
past few years is largely attributable to 
excellent 
transportation 
facilities, 
we 


must admit that if our town in general 
and our streets in particular were not as 
attractive as it is possible to make them, 
people coming here would hardly desire 
to remain and purchase homes and be- 
come permanent residents. 
There is no 


doubt that the improvement of streets Is 
an expensive investment, but there must 
also be taken into consideration th» re- 
sults obtained thereby. 


"The 
records of the Street Department 


show as follows: 
"10.3 miles of streets have been graded, 


curbed and macadamized during- the year 
at a cost of $197.828.84; about 5 miles of 
streets have been graded and curbed at 
a cost, of $43,171,65; 5.2 miles of sewer 
have been constructed at a cost of 519,- 
856.75; cement 
walks have been con- 


structed during the year, but owing to 
loss of part of the records by: fire an 
estimate can only be made, not exag- 
gerated at 7 miles, at estimated cost of 
$27.600; concrete culverts in creeks, cross- 
ings and streets have been constructed 
at a cost of $11,792.02. making the ag- 
gregate cost of all street work, public 
and private, for the year' ending April 
1, 1905. approximately $300,249.26. 
"In conclusion I wish to say that the 


good work performed In our town has 
been largely acpompllshed through . the 
harmonious manner in which-we have-all 
acted together, and I desire to thank 
each member of the old board personally 
for his kind and hearty co-operation dur- 
ing the past year, with the hope and 
expectation that the same cordial rela- 
tions will continue with the new. I also 
have to thank the town officials for their 
courteous assistance at all times and for 
the efficient work which they have done. 
"I cannot close without expressing my 


thanks to 
the 
progressive citizens of 


Berkeley, as represented by our various 
improvement clubs, and I trust they will 
continue their enthusiastic work during 
the ensuing year, when questions of great 
importance will be put before the people."

bulletin .by Professor Ralph E. Smith, 
dealing" with his work of investigating 
the cause and cure of asparagus rust 
i™ California has just been issued by 
the argicultural 
department of 
the 


University of California. 


Professor Smith came to California 


from Massachusetts two years ago to 
fight the plant diseases which threat- 
ened to ruin the industry. 


Those interested had raised a fund of 


S2500 for the support of such an inves- 
tigation as Professor Smith has been 
conducting. 
The University of Cali- 


fornia had been appealed to for aid in 
the matter, tout could do nothing be- 
cause of lack of funds. 
The asparagus industry of California 


is declared by Professor Smith to be 
important, there 
being about 
7000 
acres planted to the vegetable. The 
expert's work was carried on at th*e 
Boots ranch, near San Jose. The other 
asparagus districts of the State, how- 
ever, have been all visited by him. 
Professor 
Smith summarizes tile 


most valuable results achieved by him 
as follows: 


The discovery of climatic conditions 


peculiarly favorable to rust suppres- 
sion in the greatest 
asparagus-pro- 
ducing region of the State. 


The determination of the best cul- 
tural and other means for taking ad- 
vantage of &uch conditions. 
' Other cultural methods found effect- 
ive *n keeping down the disease. 


A test of many methods of treatment 


'by spraying and similar operations. 


The discovery of the peculiar sffect- 


iveness^of sulfur, when properly ap- 
plied, in treating the rust In California. 
Determination of the best methods, 


ti;.ie, etc., for applying sulfur and the 
development of special appliances and 
machinery for the purpose. 
The discovery and,study of an active 
parasite upon the rust fungus. 
The determination of comparative 
resistance to the rust of the various 
varieties of asparagus, importation of 
varieties not obtainable in this coun- 
try, and the commencement of breed- 
ing experiments for the production of 
new 
varieties, 
rust-resistant 
and 


otherwise desirable. . 
Study of the problem under the local 


conditions of all parts of the principal 
asparagus-producing region, and adap- 
tation of the results to each'locality. 


Professor Smith says' asparagus rust 
is a disease that has been known in 
Europe for at least 
a century; It 
started in this country in epidemic 
form In 1S96 in the North Atlantic 
States, then spreading to Texas and 
California. 
Its results 
in the East 
were to practically destroy the indus- 
try. The rust does not affect directly 
the asparagus which is cut for "market, 
but makes its appearance. only upon 
the green tops which grow up after 
cutting has ceased. By killing these 
tops which should grow and store up 
strength in the roots 
for the next 
year's crop, the disease weakens the 
plant, diminishes the yield and quality 
of the product, and if severe enough 
kills the plant entirely. 


The cause of the rust is a parasitic 


fungus. 


Professor Smith says: 
"At the commencement of this in- 
vestigation in the spring of 1903. work 
was started with the idea of testing 
every possible method of treatmt-.iit 
which might prove of value in Califor- 
nia. 
The fact was quite apparent that 


if thoroughly satisfactory results were 
to be obtained, some method or treat- 
ment quite different from anything de- 
veloped in the East must be'dlscovered. 
Frequent spraying with any substance 


on the enormous acreage to be treated 
was out of the question, even if the 
results were certain.to be successful. 
What suggested itself as most prac- 
tical for a spray treatment was the use 
of ; something in a dry. powdered form, 
which could be blown into the thick 
tops when wet with dew much more 
rapidly and cheaply than spraying with 
a liquid. 
Liquid 
sprays were 
also 
tested, 'in order to make the work as 
thorough as possible. Two typical lo- 
cations were chosen for work: One in 
the region near Milpitas, Santa Clara 
county, the other at Bouldin Island. 


"These experiments on the applica- 
tion of dry and liquid sprays to aspar- 
agus have shown quite plainly the fol- 
lowing'facts: 
•- 
' 
"1. That sulfur, either 
In 
dry or 
liquid form, acting largely by its gas- 
eous fumes, is a satisfactory rust pre- 
ventive when properly applied. 
"2. That it can be so applied, eco- 
nomically and practically, In any part 
of the district covered by the investi- 
gation, if the treatment 
Is properly 
adapted to local conditions. 
"3. That all contact sprays, liquid or 


powder, fail to give good results on 
account of poorly covering the plant i 
surface, or because too frequent appli- } 
cations are necessary to keep up with ' 
the new growth. Of these the Resin - 
Bordeaux Is the best, and 
the plain 
Soap-Bordeaux nearly as good. 
."4. That no spraying method should 
be resorted to until rust control by cul- 
tural methods has been- carried as far 
as possible, and that without reason- 
able attention to the latter the best of 
spraying 
will probably fail. 
Of the 


various districts, treatment 
Is most 
necessary in those represented by Sac- 
ramento and Milpitas. where the rust 
starts early, increases all summer, and 
much wild and abandoned growth ex- 
ists which it is impossible to suppress. 
In these places each grower must look 
out for himself and fight as best he can 
the pestilence which too often his neg- 
ligent neighbor Is fostering."

Alameda and Oakland May Combine 


and Secure New Grounds 


at Piedmont. 


ALAMEDA, April 
25.—The com- ] 


panles o£ the National Guard of Cali- 
fornia located on this side of the bay, 
including Corhpany G of this city and 
companies A and F of Oakland, are to 
combine in securing a rifle range to be 
used by the members of-tie various 
companies. The matter was taken up 
some time ago, and now the scheme 
seems close to a realization. 


Owing to the adoption by the Na- 
tional Guard of the powerful Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle, tSe old ranges were 
condemned by the army authorities as 
unsafe.

NEW.'YORK, April 25.—The Times

The harmonizing of 
powerful 


and recently antagonistic interests in 
the financial world has been

ably be the checking

termed by many the "peace disturb- 
ing ambitions" of E. H. Harriman. 


It is learned from an excellent source 


that 
an • understanding .. has 
been 


reached by' the so-called Rockefeller 
interests, the Morgan interests and the 
Hill interests, by which the holdings 
of the Union Pacific stock ot these men 
and trfeir friends will be voted as a 
unit for the purpose of deciding all 
questions affecting not only his prop- 
erty, but its relations to other railroads 
as well and that as a consequence of 
this 
understanding 
it 
is 
probable 


the proposed $100,000,000 issue o£ pre- 
ferred stock o£ the Union Pacific may 
not be authorized at the meeting- which 
as to be held on May oth at Salt Loka 
city. 
' 
Although all the men directly con- 


cerned in the matter decline to talk 
about it for publication or make any 
direct 
statement, enough has 
been 


gathered from various sources to war- 
rant the statement above made. 
Harriman's tactics have 
offended 


many influential men, and the opposi- 
tion is as much due to his personal at- 
titude as to any other objection they 
may have to his schemes for widening 
the influence of his properties. 


Influential members of the so-cailed 


Hill party recently 
have been very 


bitter in their expressions about Harri- 
man, anfl when these expressions were 
brought before one .prominent banker 
who has just come into close contact 
with Harriman, he remarked that their 
bitterness did not surprise him after 
the "ridiculous" way Harriman 
had 


"persecuted" them by dragging out the 
futile Northern Securities lawsuit for 
nearly a year. 
The opinion 
was expressed by a 


prominent banker in Wall street yes- 
terday that the issue of Western Pa- 
cific bonds and the announcement that 
the road would be actually constructed 
was intended, to a large extent, as a 
check to Harriman, as among those 
who are supposed to be backing the 
road besides George Gould and some 
of the Rock Island people, is Edwin 
Hawley, who has opposed Harriman in 
several instances recently. 
The new route is said to be no longer 
than that of the Central Pacific, and is 
said to have easier grades and fewer 
snowsheds than the Han'man 
line, 


which would make the new route a 
dangerous rival for through business. 


RIVAL RAILROADS 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, April 25.—The 


right-of-way agents of two rival.trans- 
continental railroads are making things 
hum in the quiet little community of 
Ocean View and 
by their efforts to 


bond and purchase various realty hold- 
ing's that might prove 
valuable for 


railroad purposes have put quite a few 
property owners into a state of muni 
that borders on excitement. 
One ot the transcontinental 
lines 


that Is making a spirited bid for real 
estate at Ocean View and vicinity is 
the Southern Pacific. Cor the right-Oi- 
way agents of that company have made 
no "secret of their mission. The agents 
of the other road are working with 
equal diligence, but greater 
secrecy, 


and the people of Ocean View who 
have been asked to part with their 
holdings have been given the doubtful 
explanation 
that 
the 
property 
is 


wanted by Eastern 
investors. 
The 


property being bonded by the agents of 
the Eastern investors 
lies along the 


route once surveyed for the West Shore 


scheme by grabbing up property needed 
by the Gould road. 
According to information made public 


yesterday the Southern Pacific's survey 
for Its proposed coast road to Santa Cruz 
leaves -the present 
main line between 


Oceun View .and Colma, and will follow 
tho. 
coast all the way to Santa Cruz, 
passing Half moon Bay, Pescadero • and 
other sections rich in agricultural and 
dairying possibilities. The new line will 
enter San Francisco 
over 
the present 


tracks'through the. Mission district. Thus, 
if the people of the Mission district have 
been looking forward to the day when 
the Mission tracks, relieved of the Ws 
burden of traffic that is to be diverted 
to the bay shore cut-off, r.-.ight be aban- 
doned or converted into an electric road, 
they have been figuring contrary to the 
company's purposes. 
The line through 


the Mission district will be maintained 
as the only available entrance of the 
Santa Cruz coast line into San Francisco, 
so the officials of the Southern Pacific 
explain. 
Even with this explanation, however, 


the people oE Ocean View cannot grasp 
the meaning of the company's diligence 
in obtaining bonds on property In Ocean 
View, unless it is for the purpose of 
blocking the plans of the Western Pa- 
cific. 
According to the statement of the 


officials in the general offices of the com- 
pany, the Santa Cruz line is to leave 
the present main line at a point between 
Ocean View and Colma, and the bonding 
of property in vOcean View away from 
its present right of way and along what 
is considered as the only other available 
right of way for a railroad seeking egress
